Washington, July 9.—The tariff bill 
passed the senate by a vote of 45 to 
34.

Democrat recorded in the affirmative. 
As it passed the senate the bill con­ 
tains almost 400 paragraphs. The sen 
ate made 840 amendments to the 
house provisions. The enrolling clerks 
Bay that they will probably not be 
able to complete their labors before 
late today, so the bill may not be 
presented to the house before Satur­ 
day. 
The senate sat from IO o’clock in 
the morning until late at night; stop­ 
ping neither for luncheon nor dinner. 
In the main, the day was devoted to 
action upon amendments.

amendments by Senator Bradley of 
Kentucky and Senator Curtis of Kan­ 
sas, the former exempting tobacco “in 
the hand” from the internal revenue 
tax of 6 cents a pound, and the lat­ 
ter placing a countervailing duty on 
crude petroleum shipped from coun­ 
tries which impose duty on oil im­ 
portations from the United States. 
The action on tobacco was a real sur­ 
prise. 
The senate has frequently re­ 
fused to remove the tax. 
A large number of minor amend­ 
ments were added by the finance com­ 
mittee, but most of the changes sug­ 
gested by other senators were laid 
on the table. 
The closing scenes in the senate 
chamber were tame indeed, Mr. La 
Follette’s speech was earnest, but not 
especially animated. He had a slight 
audience on the floor and the galleries 
were not crowded. Senators remained 
in their seats only because required to 
be there to vote. 
The result of the vote on the bill 
had been long discounted, as there 
was no doubt of its passage by the 
usual finance committee majority.

WILL BE NO DELAY IN HOUSE 


Tariff Bill W ill at Once Be Sent to 
Conference. 
Washington, July 9.—There will be 
no delay in sending the tariff bill to 
conference after it reaches the house. 
Representative Dalzell of the rules 
committee obtained the adoption of 
an order by which the house will meet 
daily, beginning today. 
As soon as the bill is received Mr. 
Dalzell is expected to offer a resolu­ 
tion by which the house will disagree 
to the senate amendments en bloc and 
agree to a conference. If there is any 
disposition to debate the resolution 
Representative Payne of New York 
will move the previous question on 
the resolution, thereby shutting oft' 
discussion. 
When Mr. Dalzell’s resolution is 
adopted the speaker will announce the 
list of conferees. 
The secrecy which will surround 
the work of the conferees is indicated 
by the care with which the names are 
guarded by the speaker. 
Mr. Payne, 
chairman of the ways and means com­ 
mittee, professes ignorance as to the 
probable number or who they will be. 
It is generally believed that the bill 
will be reported finally from confer­ 
ence by Monday, July 19. 
While Chairman Payne has been fol­ 
lowing closely the work of the senate, 
many other members of the committee 
have been to their homes or have trav­ 
elled about the country. 
The latter 
are voicing the opinion that the peo­ 
ple generally favor the house bill, in 
preference to the senate measure.

The increases made by 
the se&ate on certain luxuries prob­ 
ably will offer a temporary barrier to 
an early agreement In conference be­ 
cause of the contention that these in­ 
creased rates will prove prohibitive, 
and will materially reduce the rev­ 
enue.

The 
latter, who speaks with a strong Ger 
man accent, was the one wounded. 
He was operated upon and told that 
he might not live and urged to tell 
the whole truth. He admitted, the po­ 
lice say, that it was a bullet from his 
pistol, discharged in a struggle with I 
Mrs. Staber’s son George, that killed 
her.. 
Giro was picked up first after 
the burglary, while trying to beg or 
buy a pair of shoes to replace those 
which he had removed while entering 
the house. 
Smith was found hidden 
under a bush, bleeding, about a mile 
from the Staber house. 
Two pairs 
of shoes found by the Stabers on their 
front steps, the men acknowledged 
were theirs. 
George Staber, a son j 
identified both men as those who en 
tered the house. 
Mrs. Staber was shot dead while 
standing in her bedroom door.

Burlington, Vt., July 9.—President 
Taft’s 
participation 
in 
the 
Lake 
Champlain 
tercentenary 
celebration 
has ended and he has left here en 
route to Washington, where he will 
plunge again into the intricacies of 
the tariff at a meeting with house and 
senate leaders concerning the confer­ 
ence consideration of the measure 
which is so soon to be begun. 
The celebration here was in many 
ways a repetition of the programmes 
followed in New York. The president 
seemed more deeply impressed than 
ever with the sincerity of the expres­ 
sions of good will uttered anew by the 
representatives of France, Great Brit­ 
ain and Canada, and declared that the 
unity which 
exists 
between 
those 
great nations and the United States 
never can be torn apart. The entire 
celebration, conducted in the shadows 
of ruined old forts which have been 
surrounded 
in 
days gone by with 
hordes of fighting men, and on fields 
where the soldiers of France, America 
and Great Britain have known the 
clash of swords, has been a veritable 
feast of peace. 
Peace and a lasting 
era of good will have been the themes 
upon which all of the speakers have 
dw elt 
The president declared in his 
speech here that the Champlain would 
fill a unique place in history as the 
memorial of renewed expression of 
the union and the amity existing be­ 
tween Great Britain, France and the 
United States.

The edges of the lake were black with 
people when he stepped ashore at the 
Champlain Yacht club wharf from the 
steamer Ticonderoga, on which the 
trip from Bluff Point had been made. 
The way from the waterfront to the 
city hall park, where the day exer­ 
cises were held, vvus lined with thou­ 
sands of residents and visitors, while 
the park itself was almost a solid 
mass of humanity. 
The crowd was 
spontaneous in its enthusiasm.

States infantry from Plattsburg bar­ 
racks, the governor general’s foot 
guards from Ottawa and other mili­ 
tary organizations participated.

between two large and fashionable 
houses which forbid children. 
S. D. Lederer, a real estate broker, 
is the originator of the idea, and he 
found ready backing for the scheme. 
He has a whole chain of novelties. 
With every girl born in the house he 
wlil present a receipted bill for one 
month’s rent to the parents. 
Lederer 
places twice as high a value on boys, 
as every boy born will mean to the 
parents 
a 
receipted 
bill 
for 
two 
months’ rent. 
The building will be of eight stories. 
and there will be fifty-four apart­ 
ments. 
Each apartment will have a 
specially equipped playroom. 
In ad­ 
dition there will be a large playroom 
in the basement, and in the summer 
the children will disport themselves 
on the roof. A dancing room will be 
provided, and dancing teachers will in­ 
struct the children without charge to 
the parents. 
There also will be in­ 
structors in physical culture, and it is 
proposed to establish a kindergarten.

want,” said Lederer. 
‘‘It will be the 
only one of its kind in the country, but. 
I expect to see many more like it. 
Why, as soon as I gave out my plans 
half a dozen millionaires wanted to 
back the venture single handed. They 
saw the possibilities in it, and they 
wondered it hadn’t been tried before. 
‘‘Every applicant will have to trot 
out the youngsters before I rent him 
an apartment. 
Children will be the 
requirement. 
One child will do, but 
the more the merrier. If a man comes 
along with a score of children he will 
be my prize tenant, and I’ll put a 
brass plate on his door. 
‘‘It’s easy to figure it out from the 
financial standpoint. With children in 
every family there will be no com­ 
plaints on the score of noise. 
Then 
married couples with children are the 
most stable tenants and are less likely 
to move. They are the best rent pay­ 
ers, too, as all statistics show.” 
One of the features of the house will 
be a general nursed in charge of a 
nurse.

Noted 
French 
Soldier a Victim of 
Apoplexy. 
Paris. July 9.—General the Marquis 
de Gallifet, former minister of war, is 
dead. He was stricken with apoplexy 
on Sunday, which was the third at­ 
tack within the past few months. 
Gaston Alexandre Auguste, Marquis 
de Gallifet, became minister of war 
when the Waldeck-Rousseau ministry 
was formed June 22, 1899.

Extensive Deposite of Poy Ore 
Now Being Opened in Pine 
County 
Considerable mention has been made 
of late in the local and daily papers of 
Northern Minnesota of the new copper 
field which is now being opened in Pine 
county, about eighty miles southeast 
of Brainerd. 
As a matter of fact, the Keweenaw 
copper lode, whose course in Michigan 
has become the greatest copper field 
that the world has seen in all historic 
times, crosses into Minnesota and out­ 
crops prominently in the valleys of the 
Snake and Kettle rivers. Ledges of 
copper-bearing “trap,” as the rock 
which contains the copper is called, 
overhangs both these rivers where the 
streams have cut through the lode, and 
masses of pure copper have been found 
along the river beds and are scattered 
in profusion about the adjacent coun­ 
try. 
The field was located by the United 
States Geological Survey, 
and pro­ 
nounced one of the most promising in 
the United States. Since then a num­ 
ber of the foremost copper experts of 
the world have examined it, and all 
have concurred in the opinion that the 
region is identical in every character­ 
istic with the Michigan field and should 
contain much copper. 
The Michigan region has produced to 
date nearly seven hundred million dol- 
ars worth of copper, and it is esti­ 
mated that less than ten per cent of 
the „ known deposits have been t|ken 
out. A number of the world s largest 
copper mines are located there, and 
most have become likewise 
world- 
famous on account of the unusual divi­ 
dends paid to their stockholders. The 
Tamarack mine, for example, has al­ 
ready paid back $4,300 for every $100 
expended in its development. And in 
the same way, stockholders of the Wol­ 
verine have realized $6,130 for every 
$100 invested, those of the Quincy have 
realized $14,736 for every $100, and 
those of Calumet & Hecla $14,320.

Ask somebody on the inside, and he 
probably won’t tell you. 
I don’t know 
how lie gets them, but be gets them. 
Maybe lie uses bait or a chloroform 
bottle or a club or a fish net, or m ay­ 
be be Is Svengali In disguise and a 
m ajority of tile other senators are Tril- 
bys. 
Sherlock Holmes m ight tell how 
he does it, but nobody else seems to 
know, or if anybody does know he 
does not w ant to commit himself and 
keeps as quiet about it as—well, as 
quiet as Aldrich. 
Aldrich is so still 
that

Rockefeller, with whom 
he is connected by marriage? 
Well, 
the richest mail in the world might 
help some, hut Aldrich bossed tile 
senate before bls daughter wedded 
Rockefeller’s son. 
These are but inci­ 
dents. They do not explain him. 
Many Years * In the Senate. 
And now, having found the tilings 
that do not make Aldrich powerful, 
perhaps we can determ ine some of tile 
tilings that do. 
One is th a t he has 
been In the senate tw enty-eight years, 
In a general way seniority regulates 
promotion in congress, as in the army 
and navy, and it has produced the

one great group of manufacturers. 
The popular branch of congress, iii 
which tariff legislation must originate, 
brought in a bill that, to some extent 
at least, revised the schedules down­ 
ward. 
And now this one man, this 
senator from the smallest state iii the 
Union, defies tho president of the j 
United States, who is also the head j 
of his own party; defies Hie other - 
house of congress, defies a large in- | 
surgent section of his party iii the 
senate, defies the party platform, de­ 
fies the press, defies public sentiment 
and by some means t Hat are a mys­ 
tery to tile whole nation gets enough 
votes, either from his own party or 
the other, actually to revise Hic tariff 
upward. 
There lias been hardly any­ 
thing like it in American history. 


His Mysterious Power. 


W here does he get ids power? 
Not 
from his eloquence, for, while he is a 
fair speaker, there are a score of bet­ 
ter orators iii the senate; not from his 
popularity, for it is not one of his con­ 
spicuous assets; not from his educa­ 
tion, for he never had much—started 
life as clerk in a fish store and out­ 
side of finance and the tariff has nev- 
er 
been 
particularly 
studious; 
not 
from his wealth, for, although a mil­ 
lionaire, there are many other mil­ 
lionaires in the body w ith not a frac­ 
tion of his power; not from his social 
qualities, for he cares little for so­ 
ciety. has but a slight sense of humor 
and Is inclined to be serious and dic- 


lle looks after tariff aud finance and 
doesn't bother his head with much 
else, 
lie lins studied these questions 
till lie lias them at ids fingers’ ends. 
Whatever concerns the bankers, the 
manufacturers, 
the 
railroads, 
the 
trusts—iii a word, “the interests”— 
concerns Aldrich. 
There is no pre­ 
tense about it. 
Ile is quite frank, he 
stands close to these people, spends 
much of his time iii 
Wall street, 
knows what the world of high finance 
wants, is there as its mouthpiece, is 
politically independent since Rhode Is­ 
land will send him to the senate any­ 
way, knows the power behind him aud 
can he defiant, and all the other sena­ 
tors with like affiliations follow their 
leader. 
Aldrich is no theorist. 
Ile is 
a ••practical" man. 
His head is cram­ 
med with facts, and he marshals them 
in a plausible way. Ile has no qualms, 
no excuses, nothing but the determina­ 
tion to get what he goes after or as 
much thereof as possible. 
So far as 
known, Aldrich has no sentiments ex­ 
cept for tariff schedules. 
For public 
criticism lie cares not a whit. 
Ile 
lias no delusions, no sports and no 
fads. 
Ile gravitates between W ash­ 
ington, New York and Rhode Island 
and permits no fuss to he made about 
his comings or goings. 
Perhaps no­ 
body wants to make a fuss, hut if any 
one does he is not encouraged. 
Great Marshaler of Votes. 
Aldricli knows the legislative game, 
knows how to appeal to selfish inter­ 
ests of other senators, knows how to 
put up schedules for trading purposes, 
knows how to seem to concede or ac­ 
tually to concede at one point in order 
to preserve a more vital one, how to 
Incorporate legislative jokers, how to 
use his power as head of the steering 
committee, which gives him the sen­ 
tence of life and death over hills and 
thus makes hinj able to hold senators 
in line; how to threaten if necessary, 
how to wield the party whip, how to 
bring outside pressure to hear, how to 
persuade, for he can bt* most persua­ 
sive—in fact, how to use all the wheels 
within, wheels th at go to turn the gov­ 
ernm ent machine. 
His business for 
more than a quarter of a century has 
been to learn these things. 
He is a t 


home in the secret conference, in the 
committee room or on the floor. 
He 
is plausible and often convincing in 
debate. 
But he shows to best advan­ 
tage when m arshaling his votes on 
roll call. 
Roughly slated, these constitute the 
secrets of Senator Aldrich’s power— 
length of service, specializing on tariff 
and finance, being the alleged spokes­ 
man 
of 
certain 
powerful 
business 
groups 
and 
m astery 
of 
legislative 
methods. 
I hope I have stated the 
case fairly. 
I have tried to keep out 
my own personal bias, hut we are 
seemingly powerless anyw ay, and it 
does no good to call names. 
A year ago it was said th at Mr. Al­ 
drich would retire at the end of his 
present term, which closes on March 
4, 1911. 
The ostensible reason given 
was his age, which will then he sev­ 
enty. 
The real reason was said to he 
^jiit he saw a grow ing rgyqlt against 
his leadership and Would retire be­ 
fore overthrown. 
Throughout the ex­ 
tra session that revolt has been strong­ 
ly 
in 
evidence, 
but 
not 
strongly 
enough m aterially to affect results. 
But with the headw ay th at it has 
gained in His own party there is no 
predicting w hat size it may assum e in 
the elections two years hence. 
The 
significant rem ark in Secretary Mac- 
Veagh’s Chicago speech to the effect 
th at the president as leader of ills 
party 
might 
find 
it 
necessary 
to 
"change its m ajority and control" was 
generally understood to refer to Al­ 
drich and others of his kidney, so th at 
if he does step aside it will only be 
out of the path of the storm. 
But all 
of th at will be too late to affect this 
tariff hill. 
On th at it is now fairly 
certain that the Rhode Island senator 
will have his way. 
Nor is it probable 
th at the president will veto it, how­ 
ever deeply he may feel on the sub­ 
ject. The general view is th at he will 
get the hest he can and let it go at 
that, believing th a t to prolong the 
agitation at this tim e would but dis­ 
turb business. T hat will by no means 
end the m atter, however. The wounds 
left In this fight will be long in heal­ 
ing, and th at talk of changing the 
"m ajority and control" may prove no 
idle threat. 
Sturdy Band of Fighters. 
We can all thank Senator Aldrich 
for one thing. 
H is course has brought 
into being one of the sturdiest little 
bands of fighters th at ever raised the 
banner of revolt in w hat they believed 
a righteous cause. 
W hatever may be 
our individual opinions of the tariff 
itself, there can be nothing but ad­ 
m iration for th at dozen, pf young Re­ 
publicans, including La Folfeite, Cum­ 
mins, 
Dolliver, 
Beveridge, 
Burkett, 
Brow is Bristow, Clapp, Nelson, Borah 
and others, who have risked their po­ 
litical all in a battle to keep faith as 
they saw it. The country may find it 
w orth looking at these two pictures— 
on the one hand Aldrich, intrenched 
by years, wealth and votes, and on 
the other these young men daring to 
make a losing fight for principle—a 
losing fight now, hut is it not w ritten 
th at in the end it will win? 
T hat will he afte r the days of Al­ 
drich, when he is safe in his cyclone 
cellar of retirem ent. H e has the pres­ 
ent fight cinched, and th at is enough. 
A fter him the deluge. The future can 
take care of itself. 
Very Simple Liver. 
W hat manner of man is he? One of 
the smooth, diplomatic and secret sort. 
There is little to tell of his life, less 
of his habits. 
H e does not drink or 
smoke, lives in the simplest manner, 
is white of mustache and gray of hair, 
ruddy of face, muscular, of medium 
height, and his most notable feature 
is a pair of piercing eyes. 
Ile began 
life as a grocery clerk, got into the I 
Providence council, next into the as- j 
senility, then into congress and finally i 
into the senate. 
T hat is the whole of 
the story, so far as the public knows, 
though there are whispers of Aldricli | 
having controlled Hie public utilities ! 
of Rhode Island, from which he made 1 
millions. 
Henry Beech Needham tolls 
a story in this connection of how 
Marsdcn J. Perry, Aldrich’s partner 
in the traction business, once got an !
